I don't 
quite know what Mr Barry intends for the 
political betterment of the country. Does he 
want the young men to chase the warships 
from Berehaven—if they are there—by scoring 
their steel sides by rifle bullets; or make 
war on some foreign Power; or make use of 
this Power to attack Irishmen in their own 
country, who owe their position to the votes 
of the people? It looks very much as if he 
could have no other object. 
If he is out to destroy the existing Dail 
and Government by means of armed force, 
then I think it rather absurd that he should 
complain of coercion being exercised against 
him to restrain him as kiudly and impartially, 
and leniently and generously as it can be 
done. The first thing for a man who com- 
FE of coercion to do is to give it up him- 
self. 
I am glad that Barry does not approve 
(cofnse! referred to the local newspaper re- 
port of Barry's speech at Tralee) of “ undis- 
ciplined acts” by Volunteers. I don’t think 
that is a proper description, however, of 
j what he alluded to. Some case have 
occurred of very abominable, shocking, and 
cowardly attacks upon women and children ; 
breaking into houses shooting at houses, and 
that sort of thing. 
When I have prosecuted in such cases I 
have always done my best to prevent the 
I.R.A. being accused ot them where the in- 
dividuals said they were members of that 
body. But I think Barry ought to use, in 
describing such acts, words different to those 
which are applicable to a soldier who had 
not cleaned the buttons of his tunic or broke 
ranks during a parade 
There is such a thing (said 
encouraging with faint damnation. 
Barry had said that until a Government 
has been elected by the entire country he 
would not recognise twenty-six-counties 
government. There must be anarchy, then, 
until such time as it is possible for. this 
country to recover its Alsace-Lorraine, It 
was like the case of a Frenchman who. in 
1870 would say that until his Government had 
recovered their lost province there would be 
, no more government in France. 


SCRUPULOUS FAIRNESS 


The President, at the close of the case, 
said that Mr. Black had never in any case 
before the Court behaved otherwise than with 
scrupulous fairness towards accused persons,

OVERSEA'S TRADE 


“The Port Board have within recent years 
constructed a deep-water quay on the north 
side of Alexandra Basin for the accommoda- 
tion of the oygpseas trade, and: they have m 
hands a further short extension which, wheu 
completed, will make inevitable a decision us 
to whether the Board will or will not proceed 
a step further in the development of the 
port by the construction of a spur wharf, 
springing from the eastern termination of the 
deep-water quay and extending in a south- 
easterly direction for approximately 1, 
feet. This proposal would involve an ex- 
enditure of approximately £250,000 for the 
Brat section and an additional £200,000 to 
complete. About one-half of this expendi- 
ture would be upon unskilled labour, and a 
considerable amount. upon skilled labour at 
home for the fabrication of the special plant 
and ‘material required for a work of this

“If the present progress in the. develop- 
ment of overseas trading is maintained, the 
construction of this spur wharf will become 
imperative. 
“With the development of housing on the 
Northern and Southern shores aní in the 
hinterland. of Dublin Bay, the problem of 
facilities for traffic crossing the River 
Liffey becomes daily more pressing, The 
Port Board obtained an Act of the Oireachtas

VERTICAL LIFT BRIDGE 
“The Act of 1929 included not only the 


reconstruction of Butt Bridge, but provided 
for the construction of a special type of 
bridge lower down the river—namely, 
between Guild street and Cardiff lane. The 
Board, in accordance with the Bridge Act, 
submitted plans for a transporter type of 
bridge to the Local Government Depart- 
ment. 

“ Since this bridge was proposed progress 
has been made in the science of bridge 
design. Road traffic has become the life 
stream of commercial activity. Im view of 
these altcred circumstances, the proposed 
construction of a transporter. bridge might be 
reconsidered, and consideration might be 
given to a much larger proposal—namely, 
the construction of a vertical lft: bridge 
similar to that recently rected across the 
Tees at Newport, near Middlesbrough. The 
cost of such a bridge would be considerably 
greater than a transporter bridge, but the 
enhanced facilities would far outweigh the 
extra cost. 

“The bridge rate area could not be 
expected to bear the financial responsibility 
for a bridge of. this type. Across the water 
the. Ministry of Transport made a grant of 
75 per cent. of the approved cost of the 
Newport Bridge for the purpose of. giving 
employment to labour. 

“T would suggest that the bridge problem 
be investigated and considered by the Inter- 
Departmental Committee of Public Works. 
The construction of the bridge and the 
arterial approach roads would give a large 
amount of employment and provide the city 
and suburbs with a facility which is daily 
becoming more and more essential to the 
business community. 

“I would also refer to the bridge over the 
Royal Canal at Sheriff street. It must be 
replaced: with a bridge of an improved type. 
To-day traffic uses the much congested North 
Wall rather than use the hazard of Sheriff 
street. It should be understood that the 
Sheriff Street Bridge is not on the port 
estate. 


A FREE PORT 


“ Consideration should also be given to the 
question of the development of a free port 
within the amenities of the Port of Dublin. 
“A very enterprising local committee has 
submitted a detailed scheme in connection 
with the. proposed marine lake between 
Dollymount and Sutton. The Committee 
scheme is presently under the consideration 
of the Inter-Departmental Committee of 
Public Works, and, while the actual cost of 
carrying out the work is likely to be greatly 
in excess of the estimate, the degree of em- 
ployment envisaged would be about 75 per 
cent. of the total expenditure. Naturalhy, in

unsightly condition on the Dodder estuary. 
This part of the Dodder appears to be 
used as a base for the scuttling of derelict 
schooners and other ownerless boats. These, 
with the other obstructions mentioned by 
Mr. Cregan, constitute a serious danger to 
fishing and racing boats, and it is only by 
skilful manceuvring. and navigation that the 
number of more serious accidents, involving 
serious financial loss to the parties concerned, 
has not been greater. 

Speaking purely from the rowing clubs’ 
point of view, this part of the Dodder, which 


in former years was extensively used for 
training aad racing purposes during high 
water hours, has been rende useless By 


the obstructions, and the clubs are compelled 
to undertake the risks of the open sea. 
During the holding of regattas much delay 
and inconvenience is caused to the crews 
participating by the difficulty involved in 
negotiating this stretch of the river.

Hold- 
ing that religions are of two kinds—the 
anthropomorphic, in which man constructs 
a theory of the universe from his inner 
consciousness, and the faiths which made 
God the centre, and acknowledge the 
ereaturehood of man—he set out to test 
the chief creeds by this standard. He 
found that Greek religion was of the 
groping and unsatisfactory kind. Lovers 
of Homer will be pained, perhaps, by his 
drastic, but erudite, treatment of that 
part of his theme. Proceeding to Jewish 
religion and Christianity, Mr. Gregory 
was led to a conclusion that surprised 
himself.

| France’s Danger

An Ex-Premier’s 
Warning 


France in Danger. By André Tardieu. 
Translated from the French by Gerald 
Griffin. London: Archer. 15s. net. 


JHEN a statesman of M. Tardieu’s 
importance speaks of the dangers 
facing the French Republic, it. behoves 
not only his own country, but Europe, to 
listen. M. Tardieu has been ten times a 
Minister of the French Cabinet, and three 
times President of the Council, or, as they 
call it elsewhere, Prime ‘Minister. He 
has wielded all the power of the great 
French State, and has held in his hands 
the keeping of peace or the making of 
war in Europe, and he may occupy this 
responsible position again, 

Mrs Griffin has performed a useful ser- 
vice in making the warning addressed last 
year by M. Tardieu in his “ L’heure de 
la décision’’ available for English- 
speaking readers. His translation comes 
not a moment too soon; for some of the 
fears about Germany to which Tardieu 
gave expission early in 1954 must be 
confirmed by what has happened in Get 
many in 1935. a 


France s Internal Weakness 


M. Tardieu examines the position of the 
French Government at home and in rela- 
tion te her neighbour and late enemy. 
Like so many of his countrymen, he seems 
to live in continual dread of German 
aggression. He would fortify his country 
against this ever-present’ menace, but to 
do that France, he argues, must put her 
own house in order at home. If there are 
not drastic changes in her domestic 
government, France, he concludes, will be 
unable to hold her own in the new situa- 
tion brought about by Germany's re- 
armament and France’s internal weak- 
ness. 

If M. Tardieu is right, the present 
state of France is little short of deplor- 


able. And that there is some reason for 
his misgivings has been amply ~demén- 
strated by the convulsions in French 


| politics since he wrote the work here 
translated. With brutal frankness he de- 
clares : 

In reality the whole system of repre- 
government has become dis- 
A great offensive has 
heen opened against our civilisation, and, 
in order to defend that civilisation, France 
needs to be in a healthy condition. Now, 
at the present moment, she is far from 
being in a healthy condition. She is like 
all nations of too long standing. Abuses, 
the outcome of her very antiquity, have 
corrupted her principles and dethroned 
her ideals. Personal interests have killed 
the sense of general interests. The coall- 
tion of oligarchies has shattered the con- 
trolling force needed for the collective 
success and for tha individual liberty of 
our people. A radical reform is needed— 
a reform alike of our laws and our 
customs. 


Steps to Reform 


Among the evils he sees in France's 
present position are the excessive power 
of the State servants and their use of 
trade unionism and revolutionary pro- 
paganda, defective machinery of ad- 
ministration,: and very serious: weakness 
and error in constitutional practice. The 
remedy is not to be found in what he 
calls neo-capitalism or neo-communism ; 
and he is so far from being a pessimist 
that he believes that “the public morale, 
of which throughout the ages our country 
was the most perfect example, offers us 
other means of regeneration.’’ To France 
these means may appear revolutionary, 
but most of them are in reality common- 
places in other States governed under a 
system of representative democracy. M. 
ardicu would have “a minimum of 

executive authority, a minimum of parlia- 
mentary freedom, a minimum of financial 
order, and a minimum of civic morality, 
failing which democracies eyolve either 
into anonymous or personal dictator- 
ships.” His reforms would give the 
Executive power to dissolve without, as 
now, getting the assent of the Senate to 
dissolution.; take away from deputies the 
right to propose expenditure; give women, 
as a conservative force, the vote: institute 
the referendum, at least as an advisory 
organ; and curb the power of trade 
unionism among State employés. 
From peoples to whom, as we have re- 
marked, these proposals are familiar in 
everyday operation, M. Tardieu’s scheme 
will not be likely to draw criticism. Not 
so in France, where several of them are 
hotly contested, and is not the present 
French Ministry evidence of France’s 
tenacity in giving her Second Chamber 
powers denjed by so many other States?

UNSUCCESSFUL TALKS 


The opposition pastors had planned a 
Synod meeting for next week.
